OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

BEING  THAT 

for  the  Year  1934 


To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  County  of  the  City  of  Worcester. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  for  the  year  1934;  and 
my  hfth  report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Registrar-Generahs  mid-year  estimate  of  the  City's 
population  is  given  as  52,600,  and  upon  this  hgure  the  vital 
statistics  have  been  calculated. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12-7,  a  reduction  of  -5  on  the  previous 
year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11-8. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  14*5  showed  an  increase  of  -4  over  last 
year,  which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  58-8  per  1,000  births;  a 
reduction  of  2*0  on  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  59-0. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  an  epidemic  of 
Scarlet  Fever  of  a  moderate  type;  and  an  appreciable  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  which  was  of  a  virulent  and 
dangerous  character,  the  accommodation  at  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital  being  severely  taxed. 

Although  clinical  work — particularly  in  connection  with 
infectious  disease — has  encroached  very  much  upon  my 
administrative  duties,  good  progress  has  been  made  with 
Slum  Clearance,  some  134  houses  being  represented  during 
the  year;  and  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  acquiring  building 
sites,  this  portion  of  the  work  is  ahead  of  rehousing. 

The  deficiencies  in  the  Public  Flealth  Service  referred  to 
in  my  last  report  still  remain,  but  I  am  encouraged  to  hope 
that  1935  may  begin  their  removal,  particularly  if  the  problem 
of  Medical  Staffing  can  be  settled. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  staff,  to  whom  I  am 
indebted  for  loyal  support  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the 
Department.  I  would  wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation 
received  from  Officers  of  other  Departments  and  to  thank 
the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  those  Committees  with  which 
I  am  closely  associated  for  their  support  and  sympathetic 
consideration  at  all  times.

POPULATION. — The  estimated  mid-year  population  was 
52,600,  an  increase  of  240  over  1933. 

The  birth  rate  shows  the  hrst  rise — although  a  small  one — 
recorded  since  1920;  but  the  increased  birth  rate  and  decreased 
death  rate  account  only  for  some  67  persons,  so  any  real 
increase  above  this  must  be  due  to  immigration;  that  is, 
assuming  the  Registrar-Generahs  mathematical  estimation 
of  population  to  be  approximately  true. 

The  maximum  unemployment  figure  was  2,304  in  January, 
as  compared  with  3,404  m  January,  1933;  and  the  minimum 
was  1,501,  in  June,  as  compared  with  a  minimum  of  2,074 
in  August,  1933. 

The  reduction  of  unemployment,  the  advent  to  the  City 
of  several  new  industries,  and  the  extent  of  private  enter¬ 
prise  building  indicate  that  Worcester  is  sharing  in  the 
national  recoverv. 

Of  the  numerous  industries  in  the  City,  none  would  appear 
to  have  signihcant  adverse  effects  upon  the  health  of  the 
employees  engaged  therein;  and  the  pottery  workers  are  now 
protected  by  the  Asbestosis  and  Silicosis  Regulations. 

Meteorology. 

1  am  indebted  to  the  City  Engineer  for  the  following 
details  supplied  from  observations  made  at  the  City  Water¬ 
works. 

The  highest  temperature  reached  was  87  degrees  Fahrenheit 
on  July  10th  and  11th;  and  the  lowest,  22  degrees  Fahrenheit 
— or  10  degrees  of  frost — on  January  1st. 

Rain  fell  on  180  days;  a  rain  day  being  one  on  which  not 
less  than  -01  inches  of  rain  are  recorded. 


The  rainfall  of  19*09  inches  was  extremely  low;  only  1921 
and  1933  showing  a  lower  rate  in  the  last  twenty  years. 

The  following  tables  give  particulars  of  the  rainfall  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  the  annual  fall  for  the  past  twenty  years.

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BIRTHS.— 834  births  were  registered  as  having  occurred 
within  the  City;  and  of  these,  453  were  males  and  381  females. 

There  were  80  births  to  non-residents  and  11  births  else¬ 
where  to  persons  normally  resident  within  the  City.  The 
corrected  number  of  births  was  765,  and  the  rate  14-5. 

An  increasing  number  of  non-residents  would  sfeem  to  be 
making  use  of  the  services  of  City  doctors,  midwives  and 
nursing  homes  for  their  confinements.

DEATHS. — 818  deaths  were  registered  within  the  City. 
From  these  must  be  deducted  114  deaths  of  non-residents, 
and  to  them  added  51  deaths  of  City  residents  occurring 
elsewhere. 
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The  recorded  death  rate  was  14-3,  compared  with  an 
average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  of  13T5. 

Excluding  deaths  of  infants,  the  mean  age  at  death  was 

61. 

Tabulated  at  the  end  of  the  report  on  page  97  are  details 
of  causes  of  deaths  at  varying  age  periods. 

This  year  the  Short  List  of  deaths  as  given  in  the  Manual 
of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death  has  been  adopted 
in  order  to  facilitate  comparison  with  other  areas.  This  has 
reduced  the  classified  causes  of  deaths  from  63  to  36. 

Cancer  accounts  for  92  deaths,  as  against  87  last  year ;  phthisis 
for  40,  as  against  41;  and  diphtheria  9,  as  against  1. 

No  fewer  than  12  persons  committed  suicide;  an  increase 
of  7  over  1933,  despite  the  fact  that  financial  stringency  was 
probably  less  acute  throughout  the  population. 

There  would  seem  to  be  an  increasing  disinclination  on  the 
part  of  men  and  women  to  face  up  to  the  realities  and  the 
difficulties  of  life  and  to  seek  the  shortest  way  out  of  trouble, 
despite  the  fact  that  social  conditions  generally  were  never 
better.  How  much  of  this  tendency  to  self-destruction  is  the 
result  of  the  stress  of  modern  life  and  how  much  to  lack  of 
religious  convictions  is  a  matter  for  speculation. 

SECTION  “B” 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

STAFF. — Particulars  of  staff  are  shown  on  pages  6  and  7. 

The  Department  lost  the  services,  through  death,  of  Nurse 
Steel,  who  for  twelve  years  had  given  valued  service  on  the 
Health  Visiting  Staff. 

Nurse  Digby  retired  under  the  Superannuation  Scheme; 
and  the  two  vacancies  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Miss  Allsop  and  Miss  Cope. 
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No  other  Staff  changes  took  place;  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  continuing  throughout  the  year  the  medical  care  of 
the  City  Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium  patients. 

SPECIALIST  MEDICAL  STAFF.— The  Venereal  Diseases 
Clinic  at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmar}^  continued  in  the 
charge  of  Mr.  T.  Bates,  f.r.c.s.  ;  and  Mr.  N.  Duggan  remained 
in  charge  of  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  at  the  Sanatorium 
and  continued  as  surgeon  for  the  Orthopaedic  Scheme. 

HOME  NURSING.— No  change  took  place  in  the  home 
nursing  arrangements,  which  continued  in  the  hands  of  the 
City  and  County  Nursing  Association,  whose  work  done  for 
the  local  authority  is  summarised  below:—

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LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929. — The  Public  Assistance 
Committee  remains  in  control  of  the  Poor-Law  Infirmary — 
now  styled  the  Municipal  Homes  Hospital — and  the  intent  of 
the  Act  still  remains  to  be  applied  to  this  Institution. 

With  the  advent  of  a  new  Superintendent  Nurse  from  a 
former  Poor-Law  Hospital — now  separated  from  the  rest  of 
the  Institution — there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the 
domestic  management  and  amenities  of  the  Hospital. 

At  the  present  moment  separation  of  the  Hospital  from  the 
Institution  is  fraught  with  difficulties;  but  the  Public  Assist¬ 
ance  Committee  is  alive  to  the  need  of  improving  the  efficiency 
of  the  Hospital  service,  and  a  slow  but  progressive  policy  of 
improvement  is  being  pursued. 

HOSPITALS. — Under  a  Block  Grant  Scheme  the  Worcester 
Royal  Infirmary  Governors  provide  for  the  treatment  at  the 
Infirmary  of  certain  school  children,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  and  Tuberculosis  cases. 

The  arrangement  eliminates  administrative  difficulties  and 
has  worked  well  throughout  the  year. 

THE  CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  caters  for  cases  of 
infectious  disease;  taking,  in  the  main,  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever  patients  and  any  other  cases  for  which  isolation  is 
indicated,  and  pulmonary  and  surgical  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  administrative  block  was  extended. 

THE  WORCESTER  EYE  HOSPITAL  provides  for  Eye 
Treatment  of  patients  from  the  City  and  southern  part  of  the 
County  and,  by  arrangement  with  the  Council,  cases  of  Oph¬ 
thalmia  Neonatorum  are  treated  at  this  Hospital. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — Three  ambulances  maintained 
by  the  local  branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  provide 
for  the  conveyance  of  cases  other  than  those  suffering  from 
infectious  diseases. 

The  Council  give  a  grant  of  up  to  £100  a  year,  according  to 
the  financial  position  of  the  undertaking  at  the  end  of  each 
financial  year.  No  payment  was  required  during  1934. 

One  motor  amulance  is  maintained  by  the  Council  for 
removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  its  replacement  by  a  new  vehicle  in  1935.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

WELFARE  CENTRE.— The  work  continues  to  be  carried 
on  at  54  Lowesmoor;  in  premises  which  are  old,  inconvenient, 
and  unsuitable  for  their  purpose. 

Staff  changes  are  referred  to  earlier  in  my  report.  There 
has  been  no  increase  in  the  staff,  who  have  been  assisted  by 
voluntary  workers,  whose  help  I  would  again  acknowledge. 

PROVISION  OF  MILK  FOODS.— Milk  foods  are  supplied 
free  or  below  cost  according  to  family  means ;  the  net  expendi¬ 
ture  for  1934  being  £745,  as  compared  with  £715  in  1933. 

ANTE-NATAL  CARE.— The  amount  of  work  done  in  this 
connexion  is  sum.marised  at  the  end  of  the  section. 

Patients  have  to  be  seen  at  the  same  clinic  as  child  welfare 
cases;  an  arrangement  which  places  the  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  clinic  at  a  disadvantage  in  cai lying  out  her 
work.  When  staffing  reorganisation  permits,  separate  ante¬ 
natal  clmics  will  be  held. 

MATERNITY  BEDS. — “Home  conditions’'  cases  in  poor 
circumstances  are  admitted  via  the  Welfare  Centre  to  the 
Municipal  Homes  Hospital,  where  there  is  a  maternity  unit 

of  4  beds. 

The  public  prejudice  against  admission  to  a  former  Poor- 
Law  Institution  would  seem  to  be  slow  in  dying,  as  only  5 
cases  took  advantage  of  this  facility  during  the  year.

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Cases  of  difficult  or  complicated  labour  or  puerperal  fever 
and  puerperal  pyrexia  are  admitted  by  arrangement  to  the 
Worcester  Royal  Infirmary,  where  there  is  now  a  maternity 
unit  of  6  beds. 

There  are  also  6  beds  at  the  private  maternity  ward  main¬ 
tained  by  the  City  and  County  Nursing  Association;  whilst 
other  nursing  homes  in  the  City  cater  for  private  maternity 
cases. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS.— Owing  to  reduced  unemploy¬ 
ment,  a  smaller  expenditure  in  connexion  with  the  provision 
of  meals  was  incurred.  2,314  dinners  were  supplied  at  a 
cost  of  £10  11s.  6d.,  as  compared  with  2,840  at  a  cost  of 
£78  9s.  6d.  in  1933.  The  number  of  meals  supplied  was  less 
than  half  those  supplied  in  1932. 

HOME  HELPS. — Home  Helps  were  supplied  to  155  mothers 
at  a  cost  of  £77  10s.  Od. 

A  fee  of  10s.  Od.  is  paid  to  the  Home  Helps — usually  a 
friend  or  neighbour — for  assisting  with  household  duties 
during  the  confinement. 

The  amenity  is  much  appreciated,  as  the  freedom  from 
household  worries  and  duties  results  in  a  more  satisfactory 
lying-in  period. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. — The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
58-8,  a  reduction  on  1933  of  2  per  1,000  babies  born.  The 
rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  59. 

Of  the  45  infant  deaths,  no  fewer  than  33  occurred  during 
the  first  month. 

The  neo-natal  death  rate  (relating  to  the  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  month  old  per  1,000  born)  was  thus  43T. 
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An  analysis  of  these  33  neo-natal  deaths  yields  the  following

It  will  be  observed  that  22  of  these  33  deaths  occurred 
within  one  week  of  birth.  As  the  Health  Visitor  does  not 
gain  access  to  the  child  until  ten  days  after  the  birth,  there 
remains  a  small  group  of  11  infants  dying  under  one  month 
of  age  whose  lives  she  might  possibly  have  influenced;  and 
of  these  11  children,  no  fewer  than  9  died  as  a  result  of  pre¬ 
maturity  or  congenital  defects. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  fewer  than  16  of  the  33  neo-natal 
deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  Premature  Birth.  This  high 
neo-natal  death  rate  represents  a  serious  wastage  of  infant 
life  and  points  the  need  for  fuller  investigation  into  the 
causation  of  premature  birth,  which  is  responsible  for  so  many 
infant  deaths. 

It  is  more  encouraging  to  find  that  of  765  infants  born, 
only  12  infants  died  between  the  ages  of  one  month  and  one 
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year;  a  remarkably  low  figure,  for  which  much  credit  must 
be  given  to  those  members  of  the  Staff  engaged  in  child  welfare 
work. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. — Four  maternal  deaths  took 
place  during  the  year,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  5-2  per  1,000 
live  births,  as  compared  with  4.60  for  England  and  Wales. 

Although  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate  is  increased  for  1934, 
alarming  deductions  must  not  be  drawn,  as  in  a  small  section 
of  population,  one  maternal  death  more  or  less  makes  a  con¬ 
siderable  difference  to  the  rate.

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PUERPERAL  INFECTION.— Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever 
occurred  among  City  cases. 

Of  these,  the  first  was  due  to  puerperal  septicaemia,  was 
treated  in  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary,  and  recovered. 

The  other  case  was  due  to  pelvic  peritonitis  and  parametritis, 
was  treated  in  a  nursing  home,  and  died. 

Ten  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  among  City 
cases.  Of  these  cases,  one  was  subsequently  notified  as 
puerperal  fever  and  was  the  case  referred  to  above  which 
died  in  the  nursing  home.  Of  the  9  cases  remaining,  6  were 
treated  at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary,  I  in  a  nursing 
home,  and  2  at  home.  All  recovered.

MID  WIVES  ACTS. — Seventeen  Midwives  notified  their  in¬ 
tention  to  practise,  and  conducted  735  cases  alone  or  with 
doctors. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  report  a  Midwife  to  the  Health 
Committee  or  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board  for  malpraxis. 
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During  the  year  4  Midwives  attended  a  "Refresher”  Course 
at  Birmingham,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Committee. 

To  assist  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  supervision 
of  Midwives,  Nurse  Howard  was  appointed  Inspector  of 
Mid  wives. 

In  connexion  with  Midwives  practises,  the  following  notifi¬ 
cations  were  received: —

Two  hundred  and  forty-five  Medical  Aid  forms  were 
received,  indicating  that  Mid  wives  called  in  medical  assistance 
in  one  case  out  of  every  three. 

As  the  greater  percentage  of  confinements  are  normal  and 
call  for  no  interference,  it  would  seem  that  Midwives  are 
tending  to  transfer  their  responsibility  in  so  calling  in  medical 
aid  in  one  case  in  every  three. 

On  the  other  hand,  payment  of  Midwives  is  still  ridiculously 
low  for  the  services  rendered,  making  it  difficult  for  the  self- 
respecting  Midwife  to  earn  a  living  proportionate  to  her 
technical  qualifications;  which  fact  may  possibly  explain  this 
increasing  tendency  to  transfer  responsibility  for  cases.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. — There  is  nothing  of  an 
unusual  character  to  report  under  this  section;  the  sewerage 
of  the  areas  added  to  the  City  in  1932  and  specially  referred 
to  in  my  1933  report  having  proceeded  satisfactorily. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Spetchley  Road  sewerage  scheme 
will  be  completed  in  1935. 
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SCAVENGING.— No  serious  nuisance  from  tips  arose  during 
the  year. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.— There  was  no  need  to  take  any 
action  under  the  Smoke  Abatement  Bye-Laws  adopted  in 
1932. 

The  City  Electrical  Engineer  informs  me  that  21,630  horse¬ 
power  is  now  being  used  in  industrial  processes  and  Worcester 
is  relatively  free  from  industrial  smoke  nuisance. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.— Mr.  Ralph 
Taylor,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  valuable  assistance, 
particularly  in  matters  connected  with  housing,  I  would  wish 
to  acknowledge — furnishes  the  following  report  dealing  with 
Sanitary  Inspections  within  the  City: — 

ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES. — A  tabulated  summary  of 
the  sanitary  operations  is  given  below;  2,172  Nuisances  having 
been  reported  during  the  year.  To  abate  these  Nuisances, 
297  Request  Notices  were  served  upon  the  persons  responsible; 
and  in  98  instances  the  Health  Committee  gave  instructions 
for  Statutory  Notices  to  be  served. 

In  11  instances  I  had  to  ask  the  Authority  to  institute  legal 
proceedings,  but  in  each  case  the  Nuisances  were  abated 
following  on  the  despatch  of  a  warning  letter.

HOUSE  REFUSE.— During  the  year  455  Ashbins  have  been 
provided.  Standard  Bins  are  provided  by  the  Department 
at  a  minimum  cost,  and  an  Order  Form  is  enclosed  with  each 
Notice  that  is  served  to  this  effect. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  for 
non-compliance  with  Notices  served. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.— Thirty  -six  observations  were  made 
of  factory  chimneys  in  accordance  with  the  Smoke  Abatement 
Act  of  1926. 

Three  cautionary  letters  were  sent  to  respective  owners 
during  the  year  which  resulted  in  a  general  improvement, 
greater  care  being  exercised  in  the  bring  of  the  furnaces. 
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RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1911-1928. — No  premises  in  the  City 
come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  above  Acts;  the  only  flock 
used  for  bedding  being  cotton  mill,  puff  or  flock  not  broken 
from  rags  but  made  from  waste  cotton.

Two  applications  were  received  during  the  year  to  establish 
the  trade  of  a  Fish-frier;  one  was  granted  and  one  was  refused. 

A  Knacker  Yard  at  Croft  Road  is  licensed  annually  for 
slaughtering  horses  and  cattle  not  intended  for  the  food  of 
man;  subject  to  strict  supervision  as  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  which  govern  the  conduct  of  the 
trade. 

The  premises  are  periodically  visited,  and  no  serious  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  received  as  to  any  nuisance  arising  there¬ 
from;  the  businesses  being  generally  well  conducted. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.— There  have  been  no 
changes  during  the  year  with  respect  to  the  number  or  super- 
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vision  of  the  10  Common  Lodging  Houses  on  our  Register. 
Accommodation  is  provided  for  218  Lodgers. 

Two  of  the  houses  are  permanently  registered;  whilst  the 
remainder,  having  been  established  under  Section  69  of  the 
Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1907,  are  registered  annually. 

The  Bye-laws  relating  to  limewashing,  cleansing  of  bed¬ 
clothes,  separation  of  sexes,  etc.,  have,  with  one  exception, 
been  uniformly  adhered  to;  and  every  facility  has  been  given 
the  Inspectors  by  the  respective  keepers,  when  carrying  out 
their  numerous  inspections. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. — During  the  year  2  Houses 
Let  in  Lodgings  have  been  struck  off  our  Register  and  one 
has  been  added,  leaving  a  total  of  16.  The  recently  intro¬ 
duced  Bye-laws  provide  for  the  efficient  conduct  of  the 
Houses,  and  no  serious  complaints  have  been  received.

There  were  no  additions  during  the  year,  and  2  Bakehouses 
have  been  closed. 

The  Bakehouses  are  generally  well  conducted,  and  no 
serious  nuisances  were  encountered  during  our  periodical 
inspections.  Two  Notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories  with  regard  to  the  limewashing  of  Bakehouses 
being  overdue,  and  these  discrepancies  were  remedied  upon 
the  service  of  Request  Notices.

Housing. 

In  the  main  the  programme  of  demolition  rehousing,  under 
the  1930  Act,  which  was  set  out  in  my  report  for  1933,  has 
been  followed. 

As  the  work  has  proceeded,  however,  additional  properties 
have  been  found  capable  of  representation  as  in  all  clearance 
areas. 

The  machinery  for  the  clearance  of  areas,  particularly  in 
cases  where  the  site  has  been  required  by  the  Council,  has 
been  found  somewhat  cumbersome;  and  the  King  Street  and 
Copenhagen  Street  Areas,  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  still 
remain  to  be  cleared,  although  all  the  tenants  from  King 
Street  Area  and  the  majority  from  Copenhagen  Street  have 
now  been  rehoused. 

Rehousing  of  displaced  persons  has  also  proved  more 
difficult  than  anticipated,  as  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
obtain  the  requisite  sites  for  this  purpose. 

In  consequence,  the  representation  of  properties  slowed  up 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  as  there  was  no  object  in  repre¬ 
senting  properties  the  tenants  from  which  could  not  be 
rehoused. 

There  is  everything  in  favour  of  rehousing  in  the  vicinity 
of  existing  sites;  and  if  it  is  possible  to  secure  for  building 
purposes  land  adjoining  the  Tolladine  Housing  Estate,  300 
more  houses — sufficient  to  complete  our  rehousing  programme 
— could  be  erected. 
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Trouble  from  bug  infestation  of  new  houses  has  continued, 
although  every  step  is  taken,  short  of  cyanide  fumigation,  to 
secure  cleanliness  of  the  effects  of  the  rehoused  tenants.

COWSHEDS.— During  the  year  2  Cowsheds  were  given  up, 
the  owners  transferring  their  business  to  the  County;  thus 
leaving  a  total  of  13  Cowsheds  on  our  Register,  providing 
accommodation  for  227  cows. 

The  Cowsheds  are  regularly  visited  by  the  District  Inspectors, 
and  the  various  herds  in  the  City  are  examined  by  the  Council’s 
Veterinary  Inspector,  accompanied  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Suspected  animals  are  milked  in  the  presence  of 
these  officers,  when  samples  are  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
City  Analyst  for  biological  and  microscopical  examination. 

In  only  8  instances  was  it  necessary  to  take  samples  of 
Milk  for  examination;  the  samples  were,  however,  certified  to 
be  free  from  tuberculosis  by  the  City  Bacteriologist ;  no 
further  action  was,  therefore,  taken. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.— All  Butchers’  Shops  and 
other  premises  within  the  City  where  food  is  prepared  for 
human  consumption  are  regularly  visited  by  the  District 
Inspectors;  as  a  general  rule  these  premises  are  kept  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  institute 
proceedings. 

The  private  Slaughterhouses  have  on  the  whole  been  well 
conducted;  and  as  far  as  possible,  in  view  of  the  structural 
defects  existing,  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act  and  Meat  Regulations  have  been  satisfactorily  carried 
out. 

All  the  Slaughterhouses  have  recognised  hours  of  slaughter¬ 
ing,  as  laid  down  in  the  Meat  Regulations;  in  cases  of  disease, 
however,  separate  notihcation  must  be  given  to  the  Authority, 
and  in  47  cases  this  was  done. 

The  covered  Meat  Market  provides  accommodation  for 
several  butchers’  stalls,  the  majority  of  which  only  trade  on 
two  days  of  the  week.  The  major  portion  of  the  English 
meat  sold  here  is  inspected  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouses. 

Notices  were  received  at  the  office  from  householders  and 
others  who  desired  to  kill  pigs  for  their  own  consumption, 
and  21  .pigs  were  inspected.

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The  total  weight  of  food  condemned  during  the  year  was 
14  tons  4  cwts.  0  qrs.  14  lbs.  All  the  food  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  the  respective  owners,  and  after  being  con¬ 
demned  was  either  burnt  at  the  Slaughterhouse  or  conveyed 
by  the  Corporation  lorry  to  the  Birmingham  destructors;  the 
cost  of  such  haulage  being  {20. 


PUBLIC  SLAUGHTERHOUSES.  The  Public  Slaughter¬ 
houses  were  first  established  in  1868,  and  from  time  to  time 
alterations  are  effected  to  bring  them  up  to  modern  require¬ 
ments. 


The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Ralph  Taylor,  visits  the 
Public  Slaughterhouses  each  morning,  and  all  meat  and 
internal  organs  are  examined  before  removal.  The  Manager, 
Mr.  W.  Haworth,  keeps  the  premises  well  under  control  and 
exercises  supervision  over  the  animals  slaughtered.

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PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. — There  is  a  total  of  20 
Private  Slaughterhouses  within  the  City,  19  being  registered 
and  1  licensed. 


The  Slaughterhouses  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  both  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  and 
compliance  with  the  Bye-laws.  Generally  speaking,  the  Bye¬ 
laws  are  complied  with;  and  requests  to  limewash,  etc.,  have 
been  readily  carried  out. 


HUMANE  SLAUGHTERING.— The  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act,  1933,  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  and  enacts  that 
all  animals  with  the  exception  of  sheep  shall  be  instantaneously 
slaughtered  or  shall  by  stunning  be  rendered  insensible  to 
pain  until  death  supervenes. 


Demonstrations  were  given  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouses 
on  the  use  of  the  Electrolethaler  to  all  butchers  within  the 
City;  and  probably,  when  the  cost  of  installation  is  less  pro¬ 
hibitive,  the  method  may  be  adopted  throughout  the  Private 
Slaughterhouses. 


All  Slaughtermen  must  now  possess  a  Licence  issued  by  the 
Local  Authority  before  they  may  slaughter  or  stun  any 
animal,  and  during  the  year  99  Licences  were  issued  by  this 
Department. 


Where  electrical  stunning  is  not  employed,  the  Cash  Captive 
Bolt  Pistol  is  the  instrument  chiefly  used.  This  instrument 
complies  with  the  above-mentioned  Act  and  has  always 
proved  to  be  very  satisfactory.

Rat  Campaign. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  report  which  was  sent  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  in  November,  viz.: — 


3rd  December,  1934. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  annual  report,  as  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  upon  the  activities  of  the 
Department  in  relation  to  the  destruction  of  rats  during  the 
past  year. 

The  modus  operandi  has  been,  as  in  previous  years,  to  pay 
4d.  for  every  rat  killed  in  the  City  and  brought  to  the  Health 
Department;  the  distribution  of  various  poisons;  loaning  of 
rat  cages;  the  giving  of  advice  and  constant  visits  to  the 
various  premises  infested  with  vermin. 
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During  Rat  Week,  posters  were  exhibited  in  various  parts 
of  the  City  and  advertisements  inserted  in  the  local  Press, 
as  a  result  of  which,  358  rats  were  accounted  for.  During 
the  year,  however,  the  total  number  of  rats  brought  to  this 
Department  reached  the  record  total  of  12,963,  representing 
an  expenditure  of  ;£216.  It  is  thus  apparent  that  the  amount 
during  Rat  Week  only  exceeded  by  one-third  the  average 
number  caught  in  any  one  week  of  the  year;  which  goes  to 
prove  that  the  present  system  in  force  is  of  a  highly  satis¬ 
factory  nature,  in  that  a  constant  death  toll  is  being  main¬ 
tained. 

The  total  number  of  rats  killed  and  brought  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  since  our  campaign  commenced  in  1919  is  now  79,834. 

From  the  figures  enumerated  below  it  is  seen  that  an  ever 
increasing  mortality  rate  is  being  effected,  the  increase  this 
year  upon  last  being  1,355.

It  is  really  very  alarming  if  one  considers  for  a  moment  what 
might  have  happened  if  these  12,963  rats  had  been  allowed  to 
have  lived;  and  besides  the  amount  of  foodstuffs  they  would 
have  eaten  and  the  damage  they  would  have  done  in  obtaining 
same,  there  would  be  the  thousands  and  thousands  of  rats 
they  would  have  bred;  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recom¬ 
mending  your  Committee  to  continue  their  policy  of  paying 
4d.  for  every  rat  killed  in  the  City.  One  might  have  a  doubt 
as  to  whether  all  these  rats  were  definitely  caught  in  the  City ; 
well,  I  have  to  say  that  every  possible  precaution  is  taken. 
For  every  rat  brought  to  the  office  a  book  has  to  be  signed 
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where  and  how  each  rat  was  caught  and  by  whom ;  and  when 
there  are  more  than  4  brought  in  from  any  one  building,  the 
occupier  of  the  premises  has  to  sign  a  certificate  that  they 
were  caught  on  the  premises;  and  it  is  pointed  out  the  risk 
they  run  if  there  is  any  false  representation.  We  have  also 
considerable  knowledge  of  all  premises  in  the  City  likely  to 
be  infested  and  of  all  the  persons  bringing  the  rats  to  the  office. 

I  should  like  to  give  one  or  two  illustrations  of  rat  infestations 
in  the  City.  The  first  was  at  a  hotel  in  St.  John's  which  had 
become  infested  with  rats;  there  were  also  complaints  of  bad 
smells.  The  drains  were  smoke  tested  and  no  defects  found; 
but  on  opening  up  the  ground  it  was  discovered  that  an  old 
rain-water  pipe  had  not  been  properly  cut  off  and  was  con¬ 
nected  directly  to  the  sewer,  with  the  consequence  that  the 
rats  had  found  their  way  up  this  pipe,  tunnelled  underneath 

the  passages,  and  so  gained  access  to  the  premises. 

0 

Again:  one  of  our  largest  institutions  in  the  City  was  very 
seriously  infested  with  rats,  and  on  investigation  it  was  found 
that  during  building  operations  the  hot  water  pipes  were 
conveyed  in  tunnels  from  one  building  to  another,  and  the 
pipes  leading  from  same  to  the  various  rooms  were  not  properly 
sealed  and  allowed  the  rats  to  gain  access  to  any  part  of  the 
building.  The  Sub-Committee  of  the  Institution  took  drastic 
steps  to  deal  with  the  situation  and  gave  strict  instructions 
for  all  pipes  to  be  properly  sealed  and  tunnels  cut  off  in  sections. 
Previously,  when  the  ferrets  were  put  in  these  tunnels  they 
were  lost  and  appeared  in  another  part  of  the  building  some 
hundred  yards  away,  and  the  rats  got  driven  in  front  of 
them.  By  sectioning  off  the  tunnels  it  allowed  us  to  trap, 
ferret  and  kill  the  rats.  For  a  time  there  were  some  stray 
rats  about  the  institution,  but  these  were  duly  dealt  with,  and 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  premises  are  now  free  from  vermin. 
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On  the  other  side  we  have  a  problem  that  we  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  solve.  The  business  premises  situated  between 
Farrier  Street  and  the  Tything  are  frequently  infested  with 
rats;  numerous  investigations  have  been  taking  place,  and 
each  of  the  streets  have  been  opened  up  and  an  endeavour 
made  to  trace  the  rat  runs.  Further,  most  of  the  drains  to 
the  various  premises  in  the  district  have  been  smoke  tested, 
but  I  regret  to  report  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  trace 
the  source  of  infestation.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  some  old 
disused  sewer  in  the  neighbourhood  which,  up  to  the  present, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  find.  Of  course,  we  have  kept  the 
rats  in  check  by  ferreting  and  extensive  poison  baiting,  but 
after  a  few  months  the  rats  come  back  and  do  considerable 
damage  to  the  foodstuffs  on  the  business  premises,  tunnelling 
underneath  the  floors  and  even  the  public  footpaths. 

We  still  keep  the  district  under  strict  observation.

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  on 
the  steps  taken  by  this  Department  under  the  above  Acts, 
and  a  copy  of  same  appears  below.

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

Section  3  of  the  Canal  Boats  Act,  1884,  requires  a  report 
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to  be  sent  annually  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the  steps 
taken  by  your  Authority  to  enforce  the  above  Acts. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1934,  the  number 
of  Boats  inspected  was  19,  compared  with  24  in  1933.  Of  this 
number,  15  were  found  to  be  in  good  order,  and  the  following 
four  infringements  were  found  on  the  remaining  Boats,  viz. : — 

Boats  not  properly  marked  .  .  .  .  2

Females  over  twelve  years  of  age  improperly 
occupying  cabin  .  .  .  .  .  .

These  defects  were  rectified  after  sending  Notices  or  letters 
to  the  owners  or  masters  of  the  Boats;  and  in  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  institute  proceedings. 

The  number  of  persons  living  in  the  Boats  was  found  to  be 
32  men,  6  women  and  7  children.  Two  of  the  children  were 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  5  between  five  and  twelve  years. 
The  total  registered  accommodation  was  for  57  adults;  the 
actual  number  of  occupants  equalled  44,  two  children  under 
twelve  being  counted  as  one  adult. 

In  each  case  the  Masters  had  homes  other  than  the  Boats, 
and  the  children  attended  school  when  at  home  or  at  the  end 
of  their  journey. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  or  illness  was  found  or  reported 
on  any  Boat  visited  in  the  City,  nor  was  it  found  necessary  to 
retain  any  Boat  for  cleansing  or  disinfection. 

The  total  number  of  Boats  registered  at  the  end  of  1934 
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was  126;  of  this  number,  I  believe  42  to  be  in  use  or  available 
for  use,  and  81  which  cannot  be  traced. 


No  application  was  received  during  the  year  for  re-regis¬ 
tration.

SECTION  “F” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious 

and  other  Diseases. 

DIPHTHERIA. — My  report  for  1933  contained  the  following 
remarks  upon  Diphtheria: — 

“  The  incidence  of  the  disease  was  again  very  low,  and 
the  cases  admitted  were  mild  in  character.  This  happy 
state  of  affairs  has  existed  for  so  many  years  that  the 
population  as  a  whole  may  be  losing  immunity,  and  an 
outbreak  of  Diphtheria  of  a  serious  type  may  not  be  far 
off.”  • 

1  regret  that  the  prophecy  1  then  hazarded  was  only  too 
well  realised  in  1934. 

Towards  the  autumn  of  the  year  a  number  of  severe  cases 
of  Diphtheria — some  of  them  fatal — were  admitted  from 
County  areas,  and  shortly  afterwards  an  outbreak  of  Diph¬ 
theria  started  in  the  City. 
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The  cases  were  of  a  grave  type  I  had  never  previously 
encountered  in  the  City;  the  number  of  admissions  severely 
taxed  the  accommodation  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  and 
imposed  a  heavy  strain  upon  the  hospital  staff. 


.  Eighty-four  cases  were  notified,  with  9  deaths;  and  of  these, 
3  died  during  or  following  tracheotomy. 


The  virulence  of  the  disease  called  to  mind  the  severe  cases 
seen  in  London  in  1920-21 ;  and  may  be  gauged  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  analysis  of  the  fatal  cases: —

It  was  pitiable  to  admit  to  hospital  children  hopelessly 
poisoned  with  Diphtheria  toxaemia,  and  pathetic  to  have  to 
advise  incredulous  parents  that  there  could  be  no  possible 
hope  of  their  children’s  recovery. 


In  many  cases — some  of  whom,  fortunately,  survived — 
there  had  been  a  lamentable  loss  of  time  between  the  first 
onset  of  illness  and  the  calling  in  of  a  doctor. 

Early  diagnosis  is  of  paramount  importance  in  Diphtheria, 
where  we  have  a  definite  remedy  to  our  hand;  and  the  Council’s 
medical  staff  are  prepared  at  any  time  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis 
of  the  disease  and  do  everything  possible  to  reduce  its  mortality 
rate. 
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In  epidemic  times — and  many  parts  of  the  country  experi¬ 
enced  a  similar  epidemic  to  Worcester — any  sore  throat 
should  be  suspect,  and  any  children’s  ailment  should  bring 
Diphtheria  to  mind. 

With  intelligent  parents  and  co-operation  between  general 
practitioners  and  the  Public  Health  staff,  a  child  need  rarely 
die  of  Diphtheria,  even  in  times  when  the  disease  is  of  severe 
type. 

Severe  cases  were  treated  with  large  doses  of  serum  injected 
directly  into  the  blood  stream  (a  difficult  procedure  when 
lowered  blood  pressure  has  already  produced  collapsed  veins), 
with  associated  injections  of  serum  into  the  muscles;  and  I 
am  satisfied  that  such  treatment  saved  a  number  of  cases. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Press,  the  outbreak  was  given  ample 
publicity  and  the  public  warned  to  be  on  the  look-out  for 
signs  of  the  disease. 

The  prevalence  of  the  disease  has  continued  into  1935, 
with,  however,  reduction  in  the  virulence.  Artificial  im¬ 
munisation  was  not  begun  until  1935. 

The  one  bright  spot  in  the  outbreak  has  been  the  cheerful 
willingness  with  which  the  Matron  and  staff  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  have  struggled  with  the  outbreak  when  often  short- 
handed;  have  dealt  with  anxious  or  bereaved  parents;  and 
often  foregone  off-duty  relaxation  of  which  they  were  very 
much  in  need. 

Comparisons  are  sometimes  drawn  between  voluntary  and 
rate-supported  hospitals,  to  the  detriment  of  the  latter;  but 
I  am  convinced  that  the  Florence  Nightingale  spirit  animates 
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the  nurse  in  the  fever  hospital  no  whit  less  than  her  sister  in 
the  voluntary  hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER,  — Preceding  the  Diphtheria  outbreak 
there  was  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  of  even  greater  magni¬ 
tude,  but,  fortunately,  of  little  clinical  importance. 

There  were  377  cases — or  about  three  times  as  many  as  in 
1933 — and  of  these,  37  were  treated  at  home.  There  was  1 
fatal  case. 

The  disease  itself  was  of  relatively  mild  character,  but  was 
in  quite  a  number  of  cases  complicated  by  co-existence  with 
Diphtheria. 

All  admissions  were  swabbed  as  a  routine;  and  a  relatively 
large  number  were  found  to  be  Diphtheria  carriers  on  ad¬ 
mission.  In  a  number  of  instances  cases  developed  Diphtheritic 
nasal  discharges  after  admission  or  even  when  convalescent, 
despite  the  precaution  of  swabbing  all  cases  on  admission  and 
swabbing  members  of  the  nursing  staff;  and  ultimately,  all 
admissions  were  given  a  prophylactic  dose  of  500  units  of 
Diphtheria  Antitoxin  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

Although  cases  of  cross-infection  occurred — a  matter  always 
of  serious  concern  to  fever  hospital  staff — none  were  of  a 
serious  character;  in  fact,  I  would  go  so  far  as  to  state  that 
the  safest  place  in  which  to  develop  Diphtheria  is  in  a  fever 
hospital  where  the  senior  nursing  staff  are  alive  to  their  responsi¬ 
bilities. 

These  cases  of  cross-infection  referred  to  brought  out  the 
importance  of  the  need  for  adequate  isolation  provision  even 
in  an  isolation  hospital. 
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Separate  wards  or  ‘'cubicle''  wards  in  which  doubtful  cases, 
cases  of  cross  infection,  cases  of  mixed  infection,  Scarlet  Fever 
patients  who  are  Diphtheria  carriers,  etc.,  can  be  isolated  are 
to-day  a  very  necessary  provision  in  an  isolation  hospital; 
and  should  constitute  probably  not  less  than  twenty-five  per 
cent,  of  the  accommodation  if  cross-infection  is  to  be  avoided 
and  an  isolation  hospital  is  to  be  a  hospital  for  infectious 
diseases  and  not  merely  a  place  for  isolating  cases  of  Diph¬ 
theria  and  Scarlet  Fever  only. 

MEASLES. — No  deaths  due  to  Measles  were  recorded  during 
the  year. 

SMALLPOX.— No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  City; 
one  suspected  case  was  removed  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital, 
but  subsequently  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Smallpox. 
As  a  precautionary  measure,  all  family  contacts  were  vaccin¬ 
ated  by  the  public  vaccinator.  No  vaccinations  were  carried 
out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Smallpox 
Regulations. 

VACCINATION. — No  administrative  changes  took  place 
during  the  year;  and  the  work  done  is  summarised  on  page  22. 

Despite  the  increased  number  of  births,  the  primary  vac¬ 
cinations  were  fewer,  as  were  the  total  vaccinations. 

The  wholesale  use  of  the  conscience  clause  to  avoid  vac¬ 
cination  is  making  the  Vaccination  Acts  increasingly  ineffectual. 
1  still  retain  an  old-fashioned  belief  in  the  efficacy  of  vaccina¬ 
tion  as  a  public  health  measure,  and  hope  its  evasion  may 
not  at  some  future  date  exact  a  heavy  toll  among  the  un¬ 
vaccinated.

CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION.— During  the  year  the 
following  disinfection  steps  were  carried  out: — 

541  rooms  disinfected  and  54  lots  of  bedding  stoved  after 
cases  of  infectious  disease. 

180  rooms  were  fumigated  in  connexion  with  disinfesta¬ 
tion  of  houses. 


CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 
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The  minimum  number  of  patients  at  any  time  was  48,  and 
the  maximum  125;  the  average  throughout  the  year  being 
94. 

The  addition  to  the  administrative  block  was  completed 
and  formally  opened  by  the  Chairman  on  the  30th  November, 

1934. 

Thanks  to  the  designing  of  the  City  Engineer,  the  new 
extension  while  internally  equipped  in  modern  fashion, 
harmoniseb  excellently  with  the  older  building;  all  the  staff 
are  now  comfortably  housed  without  any  overcrowding  in 
bedrooms;  and  those  on  night  duty  can  secure  rest  during 
the  day  without  disturbance.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  ready  acceptance  of  these  recommended 
extensions. 

The  average  daily  food  costs,  inclusive  of  staff,  were  Is.  2Jd. 
per  head. 

The  artihcial  sunlight  lamp,  which  was  worn  out,  was 
replaced  by  a  new  one  of  the  latest  pattern. 

The  hospital  kitchen  arrangements  were  remodelled;  three 
heat  storage  cookers  of  modern  type  replacing  electrical 
equipment,  with  appreciable  economy. 

Negotiations — not  yet  concluded — were  set  on  foot  between 
the  City  authorities  and  Hartley  and  Tenbury  Rural  District 
Councils  with  a  view  to  the  provision  at  the  hospital  of  retainer 
beds  for  these  rural  authorities.  Should  these  negotiations 
come  to  fruition,  8  beds  will  be  reserved  for  patients  from 
these  areas,  and  the  8  additional  beds  required  will  be  provided 
in  the  shape  of  a  ‘‘cubicle”  block  with  an  operating  theatre. 
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CANCER. — Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  92,  giving,  with 
the  exception  of  the  year  1928,  the  highest  rate  for  the  past 
ten  years.  It  must  not,  however,  be  inferred  from  this  that 
cancer  is  on  the  increase  within  the  City.  Cancer  is  not  a 
disease  of  the  young  but  of  the  middle-aged  and  elderly,  and 
as  people  live  longer  the  mean  age  at  death  rises,  tending 
to  give  a  higher  cancer  death  rate. 

At  present  early  operation  and  deep  X-ray  therapy  offer 
the  sufferer  the  best  prospects  of  cure;  but  with  the  world¬ 
wide  research  now  being  given  to  the  disease,  it  is  possible 
that  not  only  its  cure  in  all  cases  but  also  its  prevention  may 
be  reached.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS.— Apart  from  treatment  of 
eye  conditions  in  connexion  with  the  school  medical  service 
and  the  arrangements  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  no  steps  were  taken  under  the 
public  health  services  for  the  prevention  of  blindness. 
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Tuberculosis. 

NOTIFICATION.— 88  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
and  a  further  18  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  without  previous  notification.  Particulars 
of  these  18  cases  are  shown  in  the  "Supplemental  Return” 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Statistics. 

DEATHS.— There  were  48  deaths,  of  which  no  less  than  10 
had  not  been  previously  notified.  The  ratio  of  non-notified 
to  total  deaths  was  5  to  24. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  tends  to  show  a  steadily 
progressive  reduction.  In  this  country  Tuberculosis  is  essen¬ 
tially  a  disease  of  bad  social  conditions,  and  with  improved 
standards  of  nutrition  and  housing  we  may  look  forward  to 
a  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  and  its  mortality 
rate. 

Apart  from  the  invalidity  resulting,  the  chronic  character 
of  the  disease  causes  great  economic  loss  through  loss  of 
earnings,  payment  of  sick  benefits  and  reduced  production. 
Money  spent — even  lavishly — in  its  prevention  or  cure  will 
yield  a  worth-while  dividend  later. 

EXTENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS.— At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  280  notified  cases  upon  the  Health  Department 
register,  as  compared  with  287  in  1933. 

TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY.— The  work  of  the  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Dispensary  is  tabulated  on  pages  89-91. 


VISITING. — The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  paid  3,381  visits. 
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DENTAL  TREATMENT.— 69  patients  were  treated  at  105 
attendances,  by  Mr,  Matley  Moore. 

ARTIFICIAL  PNEUMOTHORAX.— This  form  of  treatment 
was  given  to  9  cases  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925,  Section  62.— It  was  not 

considered  necessary  to  remove  any  patient  compulsoiily  to 
a  sanatorium  under  this  section. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 
REGULATIONS,  1925.— It  was  not  found  necessary,  under 
these  Regulations,  to  stop  from  working  any  tubercular 
person  engaged  in  the  handling  of  milk. 


Sanatorium  Treatment. 

CITY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. — 38  pulmonary  cases  and  12 
non-pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Wards  of  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

Ten  cases  were  admitted  for  observation,  and  6  non-pul¬ 
monary  cases  from  the  County  were  treated. 

The  number  of  pulmonary  cases  accepting  sanatorium 
treatment  was  appreciably  smaller;  but  patients  are  content 
to  stay  for  longer  periods,  appreciating  that  phthisis  cannot 
be  cured  merely  by  a  few  months’  residence  in  a  sanatorium. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  was  there  shortage  of  accom¬ 
modation;  and  the  8  beds  maintained  by  the  Council  at 
Knight  wick  Sanatorium  have  not  been  in  full  use. 
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Modern  forms  of  treatment,  such  as  artificial  sunlight  for 
non-pulmonary  cases,  artificial  pneumothorax  and  injection  of 
gold  salts  for  pulmonary  cases,  are  given. 

s 

I  am  now  giving  all  cases  of  early  exudative  phthisis  treat¬ 
ment  by  gold  injections,  with  gratifying  results.  Most  cases 
of  this  class  appear  to  benefit  by  reduction  of  sputum,  cessa¬ 
tion  of  haemorrhage,  and  amelioration  or  disappearance  of 
abnormal  physical  signs  in  the  chest. 

It  has  been  possible  in  some  cases  to  check  the  effect  of 
treatment  by  X-ray  films;  and  gold-treated  cases  have  shown 
definite  improvement  in  the  X-ray  films  of  their  lungs. 

I  am  satisfied  that  young  patients  with  phthisis  have  had 
their  illnesses  made  more  bearable,  their  lives  prolonged,  and 
in  some  instances  their  disease  arrested,  by  the  use  of  sano- 
crysin  with  sanatorium  treatment. 

The  method  of  treatment,  as  its  name  might  imply,  is 
expensive;  but  no  expense  should  be  spared  in  the  treatment 
of  a  disease  of  such  national  moment  as  Tuberculosis. 


TUBERCULOSIS  AFTER-CARE  COMMITTEE.— From  the 
annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Tuberculosis  After-Care 
Committee,  Mr.  Christian,  I  have  extracted  the  following 
particulars  regarding  the  activities  of  the  Committee: — 

Extra  Nourishment: 

4,831  pints  of  milk  to  28  patients. 

101  pounds  of  butter  to  7  patients. 

420  eggs  to  7  patients. 
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Clothing: 

74  patients  or  dependents  have  been  supplied  with 
articles  of  clothing;  the  total  garments  given  to 
patients  during  the  past  year  being  663. 

Employment : 

A  number  of  patients  have  been  found  temporary  or 
permanent  employment. 

Three  air  rings  and  1  bed-rest  are  loaned  out  to  patients 
requiring  them 

In  addition,  representations  to  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  have  resulted  in  sympathetic  considera¬ 
tion  being  given  to  the  cases  of  necessitous  Tubercu¬ 
losis  patients. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. — The  work  at  the  conjoint  clinic 
maintained  at  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary  by  the  County 
and  City  Councils  has  been  continued  during  the  year  under 
the  medical  control  of  Mr.  Tom  Bates,  f.r.c.s.

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACTS.— ASCERTAINMENT.— Ex¬ 
cluding  defectives  whose  care  devolves  upon  the  Education 
Committee,  there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  following 
defectives  known  to  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  Committee: —

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Five  new  defectives  came  under  the  care  of  the  Committee; 
2  died;  1  was  committed  to  institutional  care;  2  removed  to 
Powick  Mental  Hospital;  and  1  removed  to  Rampton  State 
Institution  for  dangerous  defectives. 

The  usual  visits  to  defectives  under  guardianship  have  been 
paid  by  Miss  Tree,  the  Visiting  and  Petitioning  Officer,  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  occupation  centre  continues  to  be  conducted  by  Miss 
Webb  and  the  woodwork  class  by  Mr.  Johnson. 
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The  frequent  visiting  of  all  those  defectives  who  are  not 
in  institutions  takes  up  no  little  time  of  the  Petitioning  Officer 
and  her  assistant  in  the  work  of  the  Mental  and  Physical 
Welfare  Association,  Miss  Bates. 

The  administrative  and  executive  work  required  in  connexion 
with  mental  defectives  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  their  import¬ 
ance  to  society,  and  any  measures  directed  towards  the 
reduction  of  their  numbers  should  be  investigated. 

It  is  abundantly  clear  that  by  the  procreation  of  illegitimate 
children  who  are  sometimes  themselves  deficient,  mental 
defectives  often  impose  a  still  further  burden  upon  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  some  carefully  controlled  scheme  of  sterilisation 
would  appear  deserving  of  consideration. 

Great  difficulty  is  stiU  experienced  in  finding  institutional 
vacancies  for  mental  defectives,  particularly  for  low  grade 
cases,  whom  no  institutional  authorities  are  anxious  to  admit. 

Fortunately,  the  negotiations  with  other  Midland  authorities 
for  the  erection  of  a  joint  institution  are  proceeding  satis¬ 
factorily;  and  the  time  is  not  distant  when  it  will  be  possible 
for  all  City  defectives  needing  it  to  be  placed  under  institutional 
care  without  delay. 


MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACT,  1930.— Dr.  Fenton,  Medical 
Superintendent  of  Powick  Mental  Hospital,  holds  fortnightly 
an  Out-patient  Treatment  Clinic  at  the  Worcester  Royal 
Infirmary,  at  which  County  and  City  cases  are  seen. 

The  anticipated  use  of  this  clinic  is  not  being  realised,  and 
the  attendances  are  few. 
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Dr.  Fenton  reports  that  during  the  year  9  male  and  3 
female  patients  were  treated,  and  made  14  attendances. 


LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  AND  OTHER  OFFICERS  SUPER¬ 
ANNUATION  ACT. — During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  examined  21  candidates  for  office  under  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  with  the  following  results: — 

20  passed  fit  at  once. 

1  passed  after  dental  treatment  carried  out. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  PROPAGANDA.— Apart  from  some 
public  addresses  given  to  various  organisations  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  no 
propaganda  work  was  entered  upon. 

Health  propaganda  posters,  changed  monthly,  continue  to 
be  displayed  on  public  notice  boards  provided  by  the  Health 
Committee.
